The English Lutheran Church of the Reformation, Thirty-fifth and 
Elm streets, owes its existence to the late Dr. W. K. Frick, whose un- 
tiring efforts will ever be remembered by those who were privileged to 
assist him. | | | 

On April 26, 1906, in an upper flat at 3412 Lisbon avenue, the first 
services were held by Dr. Frick. The growth was slow in the begin- 


ning, but steady. When, in the early part of 1908, it was thought 


time for a permanent organization, a meeting was called and steps 
taken to organize a congregation. On March 8, 1908, the “English 
Lutheran Church of the Reformation” was formally organized and the 
Rev. Paul L. Kunzmann of Philadelphia was called as pastor. 


Steps were immediately taken to purchase the lot at the northwest 
corner of Thirty-fifth and Elm streets, and the ground for the church 
building was broken about June 1, 1908. By Christmas time the Sun- 
day school had grown to such proportions that it became necessary to 
secure larger quarters. The chapel of Grace Baptist church was se- 
cured. The — of making this change was soon manifest. Both 
the congregation and Bible school began to grow and a still larger 


place of worship was needed. The work on the church building was 


pushed and on March 14, 1909, the first services were held in the Bible 
school rooms. On May 28, 1909, the church was formally dedicated. 


The Rev. Paul Kunzmann having resigned in the summer of 1910, 
the Rev. A. J. Holl was secured as his successor. Rev. Holl served 
until 1913, when the present pastor, the Rev. C. A. Naumann, took 


charge. 


From a small beginning this congregation has grown to be one off 
the largest and most influential Lutheran congregations in this city.

Twenty-Ninth Annual Convention of the English Lutheran Synod 
of the Northwest 
Dear Brethren in Christ Jesus: 

For the first time in the history of Synod we meet for successive 
conventions in the same city. This is unusual. At the same time it 
seems to me to be Providential. It was in this city that the seeds of 
English Lutheranism were first planted in the great state of Wiscon- 
sin in which we now meet. It was in this city that our great leader 
for many years, the honored and widely lamented Rev. William Kel- 
ler Frick, D. D., labored, in whose church, a splendid monument to 
his untiring zeal, we gathered at our last convention and where most 
of us heard and saw him for the last time on earth. We knew that 
his body was weary and tired, his mind somewhat fatigued, his re- 
markab'e eyes a bit dimmed but his spirit and optimism were as keen 
and hopeful as ever. Few of us realized that he would not be with 
us today. Early on Tuesday morning, August 20, 1918, God called 
his faithful servant home. The Synod of the Northwest, especially 
in its eastern portion, owes an immense debt of gratitude to Dr. 
Frick. It was he who was most active in the organization of our 
Synod; to his congregation belongs the honor of issuing the call for 
the preliminary meeting which led to the organization of this body 

and it was he who suggested that the name should be “The English 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest.” He was our first 
Secretary and then for seven years served as President. He was al- 
ways glad and willing to serve his Synod in every way. His home 
and his study were a mecca for men of every class who constantly 
sought his advice. The church at large knew his worth, honored him 
and drew heavily on his strength. That his thoughts in the closing 
days of his life were upward is known from the fact that one of his 
last public utterances was “God bless the Synod of the Northwest.” 
A mighty prince in Israel has fallen. It is not only fitting that we 
should convene in the city where Dr. Frick lived and labored for 
nearly 30 years, but it is equally fitting that we should be permitted 
to gather for these sessions in two of the congregations which he was 
instrumental in starting, daughter congregations, which in turn un- 
der the leadership of energetic, progressive and successful pastors. 
have forged their way to leadership among the congregations of 
Synod. | | 

My thought is that something more than the usual resolutions 
be adopted by this body to commemorate the saintly and fruitful 
life of the late Dr. Frick. | 

The past synodical year was one of the most momentous in the 
history of the Lutheran church in this country, a year of epoch- 
making changes, radical departures but not from the old foundations, 
far-reaching conferences, forward movements and unifying consoli- 
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dations. A spirit of co-operation is dominant on every hand. The war 


has given us à changed world and its influence upon the church has 
been tremendous, at times extremely startling. No great branch of 


the Christian Church has felt this changing influence more keenly 
than our own. On the other hand, none face the problems of the age 


more sanely and more certain of the foundations than we do. The 
work of reconstruction is on and we shall contribute our share to 
mend the wounds of the world but it will be in accordance with the 
eternal principles laid down in the Word of God and tempered with 
the love of Christ. Many will recall when the war broke out that the 
church was immediately placed on trial. The newspapers, magazines 
and other publications which presume to shape public sentiment 


promptly indicted the church, and even went so far as to lay the real 


cause of the war at her door. The Christian church can rejoice today 
that these voices have been effectually silenced and that the world 
has not only discovered some of its mistakes but that it has redis- 


covered its great need, the need of true religion. The church’s day 
of opportunity is at hand. My only fear is that we may be too 


fainthearted and fail to enter the open doors. 
The past year has been marked by notable gatherings within the 


church. The most important of these meetings undoubtedly was the 


great Merger Meeting and First Convention of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, in New York City, November 14-18, 1918. This 
happy consummation of the consolidation of three great branches of 


the Lutheran church not only makes us organically and numerically 


one of the strongest Protestant bodies in this country but gives us 
a national and international outlook with congregations in practically 


every state and province on the North America continent and out- 


posts in India, Burma, Japan, Africa, the Virgin Islands, Porto Rico 
and South America. A million strong we shall no longer think in 
terms of thousands and tens of thousands but in millions. The day 
of small things is past. A united church means larger tasks and in- 
creased responsibilities. New work and the work of former bodies 
‘will demand our interest and support; many readjustments will be 
made; overlapping synods will be reorganized; common causes will 
be consolidated and enlarged; far greater efficiency will be looked 
for and demanded in every department of the church’s activities. Our 
chief task will be to assume a sympathetic attitude toward all the 
problems and demands of the United Church and to dovetail the work 


and administration of our n organization into that of the 


merged body. 


Next in urs and certainly far-reaching in scope and pos- 
‘sibilities was the organization of the National Lutheran Council in 
‘Chicago, September 6, 1919. The outstanding success of the National 
Lutheran Commission and its limitations pointed the way to this or- 
ganization which embraces every branch of the church in America 


excepting the Synodical Conference. The purposes of its institution

Activities dealing with, or the creation of agencies to deal with 
the problems arising out of war and other emergencies where no 
such common Lutheran agencies exist; and, to co-ordinate, harmonize, 
and unify the activities of existing agencies.” , 

“The co-ordination of activities and agencies of the Lutheran 


Church in America for the solution of problems arising from social, 
economic, intellectual or or conditions or changes affect ing relig- 


ious life and consciousness.” 


“The fostering of true Christian loyalty and the maintenance of 
a righteous relation between Church and State as separate entities — 


with correlated yet distinctly defined functions,“ 


“True and uniform statistical information concerning the Luth- 
eran Church in America.” 

The National Lutheran Council has already accomplished a viel 
work and will undoubtedly be the instrumentality in the hands of 
God to bring about not only a better understanding but a closer 
union among the many divisions of our Church. The successful Cam- 
paign for $500,000.00 for Reconstruction Service; the appointment of 
a Washington representative; the taking over of the Lutheran 
Bureau; the great Columbus Meetings in December, including the 
Home Mission Conference which will undoubtedly lead to a new and 
better era in the administration of Home Mission activities on our 
territory and the later Chicago Conference on Doctrine and Practice 
are tangible results of work accomplished. The Synod of the North- 
west was distinctly honored when its President was asked o assist 
in the formation of the Council. ; | 

Another important meeting which it was the privilege of your 
President to attend was the Three Day Survey of Our Work in New 


Vork City, February 25-27, 1919. Every constituent Synod, Board, 


Committee and authorized Organization of the United Lutheran 
Church was represented. The President of each cons‘ituent Synod 
was asked to present a carefully prepared paper showing what was 
being done and what ought to be done by each Synod. The main 
purpose of the meeting was educational. It was really the first time 
that all the operative interests of the United Lutheran Church had 
an opportunity to learn to know one another and the various needs 
of each organization. It was sort of a clinic and training school for 
those who are steerig the vast machinery of a mighty organization. 
Executive and other problems, prospects and plans, matters of the 
correlation of the Church, were presented and discussed. It was a 


most profitable gathering for those who were privileged to attend. 


The United Lutheran Church is determined to be à highly efficient 
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Reconstruction 


The signing of N of peace after a great and terrible war 


does not mean that the affairs of men and nations return to normal 
again. Deeply grateful that the most gigantic struggle of history 
is ended and that the principles of humanity and justice have been 
vindicated by the overthrow of absolutism and militarism, it must 


not be forgotten that war has never been a friend of humanity. The 


dangers that follow war may even be more threatening and more 
menacing than those which led to it. The problems of reconstruction 
may be as difficult as the problems of war and more difficult to con- 
trol. It is very essential to know that religion must be at the foun- 
dation of all reconstruction. Without religion there can never be a 
stable morality nor enduring peace upon the earth. Religion is mor- 


ality in relation to God. Morality is religion in relation to man. 


Break down the Godward side and the manward will never hold up. 
This is the starting point of true reconstruction. Not all recognize 
this principle. The counter currents of materialism, unbelief, anarch- 
ism, I. W. W.-ism, Bolshivism are flooding the earth. The task of 
the church is tremendous. May our pastors and congregations be 


wide awake to these threatening dangers and be ready to lead the 
way out of this wilderness of confusion, 


The post-war problems confronting the church are many. Very 


important is the one dealing with the return of the men in the ser- 
vice. The Lutheran Church is proud of her war record and in some 


respects she excelled. Let us not fail now. We urge with all serious- 


ness of purpose that everything be done to give the returning soldiers 
a worthy welcome home. The suggestions of the National Lutheran 
Commission should be followed wherever possible. The custom in 
many churches of unveiling a permanent Honor Roll, inviting the 
men to take the Holy Communion together and in connection with the 
same service present them with the Honor Medal which the Na- 
tional Commission will gladly furnish, is highly commendable. | 

It is gratifying to note that many of the congregations of Synod 
have heeded the appeal of the Finance Committee to increase pastors’ 


salaries. With scarcely an exception our faithful pastors are labor- 
ing for a smaller income today than they did before the war broke 


out, comparatively speaking. This should be remedied as soon as 
possible. The Executive Committee of the United Church asks me 
as President of Synod to urge this matter once more. A parsonage 
and $1,500 should be a minimum allowance in these days. 

It is doubtful whether any other Synod in the Church furnished 
as many pastors for Chaplaincies and the service as our own, namely 
six out of a possible fifty-six, with five additional men awaiting ap- 
pointment when the armistice was signed. Private Bernard J. 
Stecker has returned to Horicon, Wis., and is in charge of Zion Eng- 
lish Lutheran Church. Lieut, Fedders, First Chaplain to the Naval 
Hospital at Great Lakes, III., will assume charge of Lake Park 
Church, September ist. “By emphasizing the personal interview 


method,“ he writes, “at least a dozen boys have been pledged for the 
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ministry.” Chaplain Clemens, is stationed at Lawton, Okla., and ex- 
pects his discharge about September Ist. Chaplain Snyder has been 
assigned to foreign service and is on his way to Siberia. Chaplain 
Becker serves on the U. S. S. Sierra. Chaplain Haupt is in Califor- 
nia on a Chatauqua Circuit with the Camp Lewis Military Quartette. 
All of these men send their personal greetings to the men of Synod 
and ask that their names be continued on the clerical roll. In this 
connection, I desire to report the action of the Executive Committee 
of the United Church at its meeting, May 2nd: 


Resolved, That the attention of Presidents of Synods be called 
to the importance of a formal recognition by Synodical resolution of 
Chaplains in the Army and Navy as regular members of the Synods 
with full rights and privileges, and that the presidents be asked to 
‘make special effort to keep in touch with the Chaplains whose names 
are on their Synodical Rolls.” 


This fact that so many of our men served the country in the 
time of her distress caused an unusual number of protracted vacan- 
cies. Fortunately all our parishes are now — with pastors 
excepting one. 

New Financial Plan 

When the Synod of the Northwest at its last Convention decided 
to drop the old apportionment system for the raising of synodical 
beneficence and in its place put the free will system based upon a 
synchronized, Synod-wide, Every Member Canvass, it was recognized 
by all that a radical departure from time honored customs was made. 
A few may have doubted as to the advisability of the change. All, 
however, voted for it. All had faith that the Scriptural method was 
the best. The whole church has been interested in this experiment. 
The new financial plan of the United Church is largely a copy of 
our own plan. We shall not go into detail, leaving that to the Finance 
Committee. We rejoice, however, today, that our first Synod-wide 
Every Member Canvass, made under the most adverse and tantalizing 
circumstances, due to the influenza epidemic, was in general an un- 
qualified success. 


Next Fall in all probability during Thanksgiving week the United 
Lutheran church will make its first Every Member Canvass. This 
united and synchronized effort will be known as The Campaign for 
Fundamental Advance. Its object will be to carry to realization in 
each and every congregation the idea and aim that the benevolence 
of the congregation shall at the least exceed its apportionment; and 
to stimulate and promote throughout the Church the spirit and will 
to special Christian service. The methods to be used are to be those 
of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, embracing the introduction 
of the Every Member Canvass, the weekly duplex envelope system 
for church support and benevolence, and an enlistment for personal 


Service. A goal of twice the 8 has been fixed for this 


first canvass. 
ln view of this nation-wide canvass I recommend that our Finance

The Home Mission Situation 


Much might be said on this subject. Much will be said at this 
Convention. The Conference last evening devoted itself to à con- 
sideration and a discussion of our relation to other bodies, another 
evening has been set aside for strong addresses on the subject and 


Field Missionary Deck’s Report prepared at the request of the Exec- 


utive Committee of Synod will throw further light on the topic. Noth- 
ing is more vital to the future welfare of the Synod of the North- 
west than the proper safeguarding of our Home Mission interests but 
the day of harmful competitions and sinful duplication is at an end. 
A marvellous change of sentiment has taken place in many sections 
of the Northwest within the past year and leaders in other Luth- 
eran bodies are anxious that the spirit of kindly co-operation should 
prevail, If proper statesmanship is exercised the leaders in this work 
can be of greatest mutual assistance to one another. Actual co- 
operation has already been put into effect at a number of ened 8 and 
more are waiting for this method of solution. 


The plan of operation: as cattined: bey the 
Church also effects us most vitally. Under the old arrangement the 
seat of authority was in the East and the Synodical Board could only 
recommend. Under the new much larger powers are granted to the 


Synodical Boards. In fact, its powers are so great that it practi- 


cally manages and <ontrols the missionary operations on its own 


territory, subject only to the approval of the Board. The new plan 


calls for a Board of Synodical Home Missions and Church Extension 


of not less than five members, of which the President of Synod shall 
be ex-officio a member and the term of office three years. Our con- 


stitution makes the Executive Committee of Synod the Synodical 


Mission Board and it was decided at the last meeting of the Executive 


Committee that this constitutional arrangement would not in spirit 
conflict with the requirements of the General Board. It may be well, 
however, to authorize the Synodical Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension to elect a smaller committee with power to act 


ad interim. This arrangement would have many advantages and 
frequently it is necessary to have quick action, The General Board 
has not only an Executive Committee with full power to act but a 
Sub-Executive Committee which meets weekly. This means prompt- 


ness and efficiency in administration. We should adopt a similar rule. 

The new plan failed to provide for Field Missionaries and for 
a time it was extremely doubtful whether we would be able to retain 
these men. They had already been informed that all field men would 
be dismissed. However, at the last meeting of the Board it was 
decided that they should be retained. This means that we can plan 


on a much larger scale and important and pressing fields can soon 
be entered. 


The new plan also calls for a Synoden Missionary W 
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ent, a salaried official, under the direction of the Synodical Board, 
who will have general oversight of fields and vacant missions; espe- 
cially visiting those that are disheartened and weak, aiding and en- 
couraging them in every way; also visiting the congregations of 
Synod specifically in the interest of mission work. The Executive 
Committee of Synod will present resolutions covering this important 
matter and ask for action by this body. | 

The President of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Iowa in- 
forms me that the merging of the three general bodies has raised the 
question of the advisability of transferring the congregations at Wil- 
liston and Grand Forks, N. D., to the Synod of the Northwest. The 
congregation at Williston had applied for such à transfer but at the 
suggestion of the Missionary Superintendent of the Iowa Synod 
- merged with the Norwegian Lutheran Church in the town with the 
understanding that we should get a Norwegian congregation at Al- 
mont. The congregation at Grand Forks will no doubt. be trans- 
ferred at the next Synodical convention. 


Institutions 


The Synod of the Northwest has no institutions of its own, al- 
though Inner Mission and Educational institutions of other synodical 
bodies abound on our territory. There have been those who have 
strongly advocated establishment of such institutions. There is 
no doubt wh that the story of our failure to provide an ade- 
quate number of young meh for the ministry would have read differ- 
ently if we had had an educational institution of our own. Six young 


men raised up for the ministry after 36 years of effort on this terri- 


tory is not, a proud record. For many years there was not a single 
recruit. We were apparently busy about many other things. Many 
have been reported as pledged for this high and noble calling but 
were lost to us before they passed through High School, College or 
University. Recently, after considerable discussion and earnest 
prayer, the situation has somewhat improved. It will con‘inue to 
improve. A forth-coming volume on this subiect from the versatile 
pen of a member of our body will stir up the whole church to greater 
activity along these lines, I am confident. | 


We are no longer a weak and struggling organization. Our gifts 


for benevolence and other objects have multiplied wonderfully. The 


time has come when we should give serious consideration to the ques- 
tion of the advisability of whether we should attempt to establish 
institutions of our own or should seek to strengthen and support in- 
stitutions already in existence. We believe that sentiment would and 
should incline to the latter idea as a matter of policy. The day of 
co-operation in the Lutheran Church has arrived. Institutions should 
be strengthened instead of multiplied. We have reasons to believe 
that our support and encouragement would be welcomed. Let us en- 
courage our young men to attend the splendid educational institu- 
tions of sister Synods in increasing numbers. There can be no bet- 
ter way of unifying our divisions and of cementing growing friend- 
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ships. Let the Synod of the Northwest assume a first place in cul- 
tivating a — of fraternal ‘good will and co-operation. 


| In the Congregations 
In view of the constant growth of our body „ of 


Synod a year ago I shall not attempt to give a detailed account of 


the State of the Churches as has been customary heretofore. Such 
information is valuable for filing and future reference and should 
not necessarily be discontinued. The larger interests of the church 
are so numerous, complex and pressing that we do well to concen- 


trate our full time to these more important matters. I shall, there-

We hail with joy The Lutheran in its new dress, the official 
organ of the United Lutheran Church in America. The initial edi- 
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tion called for an issue of 42,000 copies. This indicates that many 
thousands of new names were added to the old lists during the brief 
campaign preceding the first issue. It is the desire of the manage. 
ment that our pastors continually keep the matter of a larger cir. 
culation before the people until the goal of a church paper in every 
Lutheran home is attained. My attention has been called to the fact 
that in one of the great, and strong denominations every member of 
the Official Board is required to subscribe for the Church’s weekly 
paper. A reading congregation is an informed congregation. An 
informed congregation is always a loyal congregation. It would 
seem to be only a reasonable rule to ask that all Church Councilmen, 
Sunday School Superintendents and Teachers, Luther League, Aid 
and Missionary Society Presidents, should be subscribers to the 
Church’s official organ. It is hard to see how any one can be an effi- 
cient leader without this weekly help. Plans‘are being prepared now, 
with’ a view to inducing an “Every Family Subscription,” placed upon 
the annual budget of the congregation, especially in connection with 
the great benevolence campaign which will soon be launched by the 
authorities of the United Lutheran Church, pene: the Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement Committee. 


In concluding this report we desire once more to remind Synod 
that the time is at hand or very close at hand when somewhat dif- 
ferent arrangements should be made for the more efficient adminis- 
tration of the affairs of Synod. A modern city parish has enough 
problems to tax the strength of the strongest and the best without 
adding the responsibilities and cares of a growing and -progressive 
body such as this. The load has been heavy, the strain has been 
great. With the larger vision: and the larger tasks of the United 
Church confronting us the work will be harder and the problems 
more numerous than ever before. The willingness of Conference 
Presidents to assist in many ways and the splendid 
fulness and co-operation on the part of others have lightened the 
burden materially. This fact and the larger fact, the continual re- 
membrance that we are members of the Body of Christ has made 
our feeble efforts a labour of joy. As et us strain all our 
powers to serve our Divine Head and to the whole Body in 
harmony and efficiency, so much needed in the never mee batt

FUND FOR THE YEAR 1918-1919 


To the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest: 

The board has held three meetings during the year. On August 
14 Dr. George H. Trabert was re-elected president. Rev. W. P. 
Christy, secretary, and Mr. Otto Monson, treasurer. The invest- 
ment committee consisting of Dr. Trabert and Messrs. Swanson and 
Monson was continued for the year. 

The investment committee reported an additional loan of $1,500.00 


to Jonas G. Peterson of Estevan, Saskatchewan, bearing interest at 
6 per cent payable semi-annually. 


Two widow beneficiaries are receiving aid, each to the amount of 
$25.00 per month. 

The board petitions in 
percentages bearing such a ratio that the income will equal 1 per 
cent of the sum of congregational expenses, 

_ Correspondence has been held with the Wide Board of the 
. United Lutheran Church relative to a merger of all funds now main- 
tained by the several synods. Our Board makes no recommendations, 
as the plan is still in the course of development. 

The report of the Treasurer of the fund is not closed until 
shortly before the meeting of Synod, hence that portion of the 
Board’s report will be submitted separately. 

The term of office of Mr. H. A. Swanson as a director expires 
with this meeting and his successor should be elected. | 

The plan of the Fund has been modified to conform with the 
changes adopted by Synod last year. For the convenience of all it 
is included as a part of this report. 

Plan for providing a Fund in support of Superanuated Ministers 
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1. The name of this fund shall be, “The Ministers Pension Fund 


of the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest.” 
2. Each congregation shall pay at the rate of one per cent (1%) 


of its annual income for current expenses, which amount shall be 


added to its annual budget and be paid into the fund each year be- 
fore the closing of the synodical treasurer’s books. 


3. Private donations by ridect gifts, or legacies may be made 


to ~ nee at any time, and will be ate N ly acknowledged.

4. A Board composed of five members shall have control 1 the 


fund. The members of this board shall be elected by the Synod t“ 
serve for three years, one member of the first board being elected fo 


one year, two for two years, and two for three years, and their sue 
cessors for three years, any member of the board being eligible fc 
re-election. 

the remaining members shall have power to fill the same until th 
next meeting of the Synod. 

6. The board shall elect its own officers and shall keep a strict 
account of all moneys received and invested and of all benefits paid, 


and shall render a full report to the Synod at each annual convention. 


7. The Treasurer of the Board shall give a bond to the Synod 


in such amount as it may from time to time fix for the faithful dis- 


charge of his duties and the accounting of all money and securities 
coming into his hands. The cost of procuring such bond shall be 


borne by the Synod. | 


8. The board shall receive, and invest all the moneys contributed 
for this fund in approved bonds or other first mortgage securities, 
and administer the same as the Synod may direct. Unless otherwise 


ordered by Synod, it shall fix the amount of benefit to be paid in 


each case, and shall pay the same to the beneficiary as provided for 
in Rules 10 and 11. 


9. It is hereby provided that the principal shall not be used 
except as a . investment for the fund.

10. Any minister of the Synod becoming 8 or dis- 


ab'ed and incapable for pastoral work or teaching, shall receive such 


amount annually (to be paid in quarterly installments) as the board.

Until otherwise ordered by Synod the following shall prevail, 


viz.: 


(1) The maximum amount’ bo be ‘given to any superemmentdd 
or disabled minister shall be $25.00 per month. | 
(2) That the minister's widow, where necessary, shall, as soon 
as she becomes a2 widow, receive an amount not exceeding $25 per 


month, provided, however, that such allowance may be terminated at 
any time if in the udgment of the Board it is no longer needed. 
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(3) In case of orphan children the . amount which a 
child shall receive shall be $10 a month up to sixteen years of age, 
according to rule 13. Should the last child at any time before it 
reaches the age of sixteen no longer need the benefit, it shall cease, 
according to the discretion of the Board. 

11. A minister’s widow shall receive a benefit from the fund 


as long as she remains a widow, if in the judgment of the board it 


be deemed necessary. Should she marry again the said aid shall 
cease. Should she die leaving orphan children, the amount of sup- 
uort to be rendered each child shall be determined by the board ae- 
cording to their needs, but all such benefits shall cease upon the six- — 
teenth birthday of each child, or sooner at the discretion of the 
Board. 

12. A minister of the Synod, not a regular pastor of a congre- 
gation but engaged in the service of the Church, shall enjoy the bene- 
fit of the fund. . 

18. Any minister relinquishing the active ministry to cage 
in purely secular work shall be excluded from the benefits of the 
fund, as it is intended for those only who give their entire time and 
strength to the service of the Church. | 

14. Every minister and congregation applying for membership 
in the Synod shall be notified by the president of the Synod of the 
rules and provisions made for the aid of = wean n their widows 
and orphans.

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ENGLISH LUTHERAN CHURCH OF THE EPIPHANY 


The Church of the Epiphany is the first-fruit in Milwaukee of the 
late Dr. W. K. Frick, who gathered a little Sunday School into a cot- 
tage on the Northwest corner of Fourth and Locust streets, on the 
9th of June, 1901. Twenty-five children attended the first service. In 
September, 1904, the little band moved into the Strauss Building, 914 
Third street, where the congregation was organized by the Rev. A. C. 
Anda, then Field Missionary, on March 2, 1905. On Dec. 23, 1906, the 
basement of the present church home was occupied. The beautiful 
church was completed at a cost of $28,000.00, and consecrated on April 
21, 1907. The growth has been rapid and substantial. The tenth an- 
niversary was fittingly celebrated on March 7, 1915, when it was re- 
ported that the congregation had reached a membership of 544. The 
Rev. G. Keller Rubrecht was its first pastor, having taken charge 
upon his ordination and continued until Dec. 1917, when he resigned 
to follow a call from St. John’s, Minneapolis. Pastor — V. Roth took 
charge in Feb. 1918. 


This congregation has for a number of years enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of having the largest English Sunday School in Milwaukee.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL BOARD OF HOME MIS- 
SIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION FOR THE 
EAR ENDING MAY 1, 1919 

Dear Brethren: 


We face the dawn of a new day with wonderful e andl 
- tremendous responsibilities laid right at our own door. The Board 
of Home Missions of the General Council, under whose fostering care 
our Synod has expanded and grown, has ceased to be. The Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension of the United Lutheran Church 


in America, since Feb. 1, 1919, has been in charge of our work. This 


change has been brought about by the uniting of the mission work 
of the General Council, General Synod, and United Synod South 


under one Board as called for by the merging of these three General | 


Bodies in November, 1918. 
Plan of Operation 

With the change in Boards comes a change in policy and method 
of operation. While the Board has general offices at York, Pa, 
where the General Secretary and Treasurer, Rev. H. H. Weber, D. D., 
answers all correspondence expeditiously and pays all salaries 
promptly, the actual planning and execution of mission work and 
the granting of Church Extension Aid on the territory of our 
Synod henceforth rests with the Synodical Board and the District 
General Superintendent, Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D. (Office 159 No. 
State St., Chicago, Ill.) This Synodical Board shall hold regular 


meetings, hear all reports, consider all applications for aid and the 
needs of all missions and new fields on its territory; and together 


with the District General Superintendent, Dr. Yarger, annually makes 
out a budget for the necessary funds for its territory for the vear 
and shall submit the same for approval to the General Board. If any 
money is needed for work during the year over and above that in- 
the same shall be provided by Synod. 


funds of this department may be adequate to the needs of the United 
_ Lutheran Church in America, the Synodical Board shall confer with 
the General Board and between them shall arrange for a total sum 
which on the basis of the Missions returning their loans in five (5) 

Fears would be considered sufficient to meet the demands on our 
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territory. This means that the proper aiding of newly organized 
missions in securing an adequate church property will depend en- 


tirely on the prompt repayment by our congregations of the loans 


long past due. We submit herewith a list of the congregations in 
Synod holding Church Extension money. This survey not only shows 


where the greatest outlay of funds was made but also where the 


greatest obligation for immediate payment rests if our Synod is to 
make the forward advance which the demands of the times make 


upon us. There is invested at the present time in church property 


of our Synod $87,219.12 Church Extension money, which is about 
equal to the amount at present invested in the Ministerium of Pa., 
double the amount held by the N. Y. & N. E. Synod (including New 
York City and Brooklyn with their tremendous land valuation), more 
than double that of the Chicago Synod (including Chicago, the sec- 
ond largest city in America), more than double that of the Pacific 
Synod, so weak in resources but so promising in possibilities, three 
times that of the Synod of Central Canada, thirteen times that of 
the District Synod of Ohio, and fourteen times that of the Pittsburgh 


“Synod. And when we remember that the total amount contributed 


by Snyod through its treasurer to the Church Extension Society from 
1891 to 1918 inclusive was but $12,848.62 we can readily see that 
we have no moral claim on outside aid until we have done the hon- 


est thing ourselves.

Such an 
election demands the greatest thoughtfulness on the part of Synod in 
electing men who can best administer the mission work now placed 
upon the shoulders of the Synodical Board. According to the rules 
of the General Board, “a missionary on the funds of the Board shall 
not be a member of the Synodical Board unless he is President of 


the District Synod.” 
| Synodical Superintendent 
This office embraces all the duties fo Field Missionary with the 
added tasks of acting as Secretary for the Synodical Board, con- 


ducting the correspondence of the Synodical Board with the 


General Board and with the Missions of Synod; presenting a writ- 
ten report of the work of the Board, financial and otherwise, 
at each annual meeting of Synod, such report to be first approved 


by the Board; receiving the quarterly reports of the missions 
and tabulating them for the General District Superintendent and 


the President of Synod; looking after the vacant missions and such 
congregations as may be referred to the Synodical Board by the 
Synod or its President; encouraging and advising with the missions 


in the purchase of lots, building of churches, payment of debts and 


in steps towards self support; and visiting the congregations of 


Synod in the interest of mission work. He shall be under the direc- 
tion of the Synodical Board; keep an itemized account of his neces- 


sary expenses, which shall be borne by the same; and report all 
money collected and turn same over to the treasurer of the Synodical 
Board. 

To this important and all embracing office your Board has nom- 
inated the Rev. M. J. Bieber, D. D., for years Field Missionary in 
Canada, organizer and president of the Synod of Central Canada, 
founder of the Waterloo Theological Seminary and General Council 


Eastern District Superintendent until called upon by the Board of 
the General Council to save the mission at Winnipeg, which under 
his able leadership is rising to new life. The General Board has 


approved his nomination and elected him to the office, same to go 
into effect as soon as Synod has voted to assume the payment of his 


salary of $2,000.00 and expenses. 
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Because of the immense territory covered by our Synod and the 


Pacific Synod, the General Board has voted to retain the Field Mis- 
sionaries in these Synods, the same to be under the direction of the 
Synodical Board and the Synodical Superintendent and perform their

D. With his eagle eye and statesmanlike vision he has discovered 
the strategic points for English work and with his indomitable cour- 
age has forced forward the line of mission advance in the great 
Northwest. Our Synod is, in a large measure, the result of his propa- 
ganda, especially since the inauguration of the Field Missionary Sys- 
tem. He has ever insis‘ed on a high standard of efficiency in the mis- 
sion fields, and his frank criticisms have tested the metal of those 
under his charge. By his impact he has broadened and tempered the 
men of worth for larger service. We owe much to him for his inspir- 
ing leadership, missionary enthusiasm and exemplary faith. He will 


ever be remembered most kindly by this Synod for what he has 


done and for what he is. Our prayers and best wishes go with him 
as he leaves the mission work to accept the call to the Presidency | 
of the Pacific Theological Seminary at Seattle, Wash.

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE LAST (ADJOURN- 
ED) MEETING OF THE GENERAL COUNCIL AND 
“THE FIRST MEETING OF THE UNITED 
LUTHERAN CHURCH OF AMERICA 


The final sessions of the General Council were held in Holy Trinity 
Church, New York, Nov. 12-15, 1918, attended by 90 clerical and 82 
lay delegates, a total of 172. This Synod was represented by its com- 
plete delegation of five clerical and five lay delegates. 

The dominant note throughout the sessions was one of thankful- 
ness and praise. There was joy for what God has done for the church 
through the General Council during its existance of fifty years. 
There was greater joy because its spirit and life was to be perpetu- 
ated in the new and greater body. One strain of sadness alone en- 
tered into the anthem of praise when the delegation from the August- 
ana Synod presented its formal withdrawal. But even this minor 
phrase contributed to the harmonious whole when it was realized 
that it is better for two not to walk together except they be agreed. 

The Council was occupied for the greater part of the time with 
reports from its various boards and the consideration of recommenda- 
tions necessary for the merging of all its interests. All matters per- 
taining to the merger had been carefully prepared by the Joint Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means under the direction of expert legal council 
so that brief explanations of the necessary steps precluded the usual 

All preliminaries necessary for the formation of the new body hav- 
ing been arranged by the Joint Committee on Ways and Means, and 
having been favorably acted upon by the three general bodies sepa- 
rately, the three bodies met together and opened the first session of 
The United Lutheran Church in America in Holy Trinity Church, in 
the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, 

: It was inspiring to witness the enrollment of Synods when the 
chairmen of delegations reported; a total of 515 delegates responded, 
representing three quarters of a million communicants. The sessions 
of the United Church were occupied with proceedings necessary to 
complete the merger interspersed with speeches both reminiscent and 
congratulatory. 

Inasmuch as board and committees elected and appointed at this 
meeting were not organized until after the United Church adjourned, 
this report cannot properly call attention to any recommendations 
subsequently made by them. 

Meeting for such à purpose as that of merging three great church 
bodies into one greater body and at such a time when throughout 
the nation there was great rejoicing because of the successful ter- 
‘mination of the World War, it was eminently fitting that the new 
body should appropriately express itself. This it did by unani-- 
mously adopting the following: 
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We Declare: 


| 1. That our hearts are 1 moved with joy because our arms 
have suceeded in overthrowing autocracy, opening up the way for a 


larger liberty and are standing ready to oppose all N among 


the people of Europe; 


2. That in common with all our fellow-citizens we rejoice at the 
momentous tidings that the great world war is ended, the tremendous 
loss of life stopped, autocracy overthrown, lust for empire punished, 
and the peoples of the world made more free, and that we give praise 
to Almighty God for the victory which He granted our arms, rejoic- 
ing in the prospect of a just peace, and pray that the councils of our 
representatives and those of our associates may be guided wisely SO 
that righteousness may be firmly established among men; 


3. That to maintain the order of the world we favor such an 
agreement of nations as shall be entirely unbiased and just to all 
who obey the laws that make for the common welfare of mankind, 
and shall have adequate power to Protect and defend the nations 
against any and all aggressors; 

4. That there can be no final unity of mankind apart from the 
teaching of Jesus Christ, and that we will support all legitimate 


means in agreement with the pure Gospel to further the vital unity 
of mankind; 


| 5. That we consider it especially in consonance with the Gebel 
that the weak and small nations shall be given free, full and un- 
hampered opportunity to develop their own national life; 


6. That we deem it unchristian to seek national aggrandizement, 
to satisfy greed for expansion and the extension of unbridled com- 
mercialism by securing colonies and markets in other lands unjustly 
and to the detriment of less civilized peoples who are thereby ex- 


ploited and hindered in their efforts to reach higher standards of life; 


7. That in the intercourse of nations an honest and straightfor- 
ward diplomacy, and open and fair conduct can be developed only in 
agreement with the divine revelation of truth and righteousness; 


8. That mercy must temper justice in the demands of nations in 


place of severity and the claim of national honor based upon mere 
power; 

9. That we believe the root of war to be sin, and consider it our 
duty to testify against all national and international wrong; 


10. That all such international laws that aim to limit wrong, 
to make war less easy and to mitigate its conduct should be sacredly 
upheld; | 

11. That we favor all true democratic movements as in accord with 
the principles of the Gospel and the spiritual priesthood of believers; 

12. That we discountenance all unlawful and disorderly govern- 


ment and oppose every type of anarchism as contrary to the will of 
God; 


18. hat we favor true: justice and oppose. al 
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that toil and all hindrances to their legitimate place and opportunity 
in human society; 


14. That we believe that no concentration of power in the ee 
will heal the ills of society, but that — and moral convictions and 
motives are most necessary;

11. We appreciate the labors of our President in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of Synod, and regret exceedingly that any of our 


congregations should again be called upon to contribute the time and 
‘strength of its Pastor in a measure which retards its own develop- 


ment. We believe that the progressive steps which our Synod has 
already taken demand that before the next annual convention, the 
way must be prepared for the election of a President who can give 
his whole time to the work of Synod. We recommend this to the con- 
sideration of the Conferences.

In Memoriam Et Honorem 


Born at Lancaster, Pennsylvania, February 1, 1850. 
Called to rest, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, August 20, 1918. 


A deep sense of loss shadows this the 29th Annual Convention of 
the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, as we 
gather again in Milwaukee, this historic city of English Lutheran 
work. Only a year ago we met in that recently completed Sanctuary, 
the lasting memorial of our departed brother, Dr. William K. Frick, 
counselor and friend, who was called to “depart in peace” August 20th, 
1918, a few months after the close of Synod, at the age of 68 years, 
6 months and 19 days. It is eminently befitting that we enter upon 
our minutes a short sketch of the worthy life and devoted service of 
the brother departed whose memory we cherish end who was an in- 
spiration to us all. | 

On February 1, 1850, there was 2 to William Frick and Barbara 
Keller, his wife, a son who at Baptism was named William Keller. The 
lad was reared in Holy Trinity Church, Lancaster, Pa., and truly this 
old historic church has furnished few more illustrious sons. Such 
eminent, godly men as Doctors Krotel, Laird and Greenwald were his 
pastors. 
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Having been graduated with first honor from the High School of 


his native city, he entered Muhlenberg College in 1867, was graduated 
in 1870, from the Theological Seminary in Philadelphia in 1873, and 
soon afterwards was ordained by the Pennsylvania Ministerium. He 
was a classmate of and was ordained with the Rev. Dr. R. F. Weidner, 
whose labors have exerted such a powerful influence in the English 
Lutheran work of the West and Northwest. 


As Student in the Seminary he had charge of the St. Paul’s mis- 


sion, 23rd and Columbia Ave., Philadelphia, to which he was called 


after his ordination and which he served for ten years. In 1883 he was 
called as English Professor to Gustavus Adolphus College, St. Peter, 


Minn. He was a member of the Swedish Augustana Synod from 1884 
until the formation of the Synod of the Northwest. 
He resigned his professorship in 1889 and spent the summer mis- 


sionating on the West coast. On September 17th of the same year he 
came to Milwaukee as the first English Lutheran missionary of Wis- | 


consin. Here he labored faithfully and successfully for 29 years to the 

day of his death. During these years he was the founder and pastor 

of the Church of the Redeemer and there are but few congregations in 

Wisconsin, belonging to this Synod, which have not profited by his 

foresight and felt the inspiration and missionary zeal of his magnetic 
personality. 

As if called of the Lord, he arrived in St. Paul on his way to St. 


Peter to take part in the dedication of Memorial chapel (Sept. 23, 


1883), the first English Lutheran dedication in the Northwest. He 
made the principal address at the first English Lutheran cornerstone 
laying, Memorial, St. Paul (Sept. 6, 1885), and participated again at 
the dedication of the church (Dec. 20th). He took part at the corner- 
stone laying of St. Mark’s, Fargo (July 25, 1886). 


It was Dr. Frick who issued the call. to Memorial church, St. Paul, 


and St. Mark’s church, Fargo, to unite with the Church of the Re- 


deemer in the organization of the Synod of the Northwest. He was its 
first secretary (1891-1894), its second President (1894-1901), and was 


its Archivarius from 1903 to 1908. He held a continued membership 
in the Synod for 27 years. 


Muhlenberg College conferred upon him the title of Destor of 


Divinity in 1902 thereby honoring itself. 

His labors were not confined to our Synod. The Aueh at large 
took notice of him and honored him. For 19 years he was the effi- 
cient and indefatigable English Recording Secretary of the General 


Council, having departed this life only a few months before that body | 


entered the merger and ceased to exist. He was a firm believer in the 
type of Lutheranism represented by the General Council and was the 
energetie advocate and staunch defender of that body. His slogan 
was: “The faith of the fathers in the language of the children.” 
| Dr. Frick was a master of the English language. What he ‘said 
‘and wrote was classic. His Life of Henry M. Muhlenberg (1902), his 
“Milwaukee Notes,” and numerous articles in church and other papers 
were pointed and decisive,.a multum in parvo, and were read far and 
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wide. He was an efficient member of the General Council Sunday 


School Series Committee, trustee of the Chicago Seminary, secretary 
of its Board of Directors and for a time assistant Professor. 


He excelled as a pastor, was eloquent as a preacher and untiring 
in his labors. His works do follow him in imperishable memory and 
though “dead, he yet speaketh.” |

Your Committee begs leave to submit the following report : 

Despite war conditions, the Seminary has enjoyed a prosperous 
year. The total enrollment of resident students during the past 
scholastic year was fifty-eight. Sixty-two were enrolled in the cor- 
respondence department. Of the resident students, fourteen were 


ordained ministers, three of whom successfully completed the Fourth 


Year Work, and received the degree of B. D. Of six students called 


into the service of our Country, three returned to the Seminary and 
resumed their studies after the signing of the Armistice. Seven

REPORT OF THE 26th CONVENTION OF THE 
CENTRAL CONFERENCE 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest: 


The 26th Convention of the Central Conference was held in St. 
Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, Minneapolis, Minn., the Rev. 
W. P. Christy, Pastor, Oct. 10, 11, 1918. There were 22 Pastors and 
18 Lay Delegates in attendance. The customary preparatory and 


preliminary services were conducted, the Conference an being 
delivered by the Rev. Carl H. Bartsch. 


After the appointment of committees and the hearing of reports 
of officers, committees and lay delegates, the Conference proceeded 
with the transaction of business. The Conference voted to enroll 
itself as a member of the Lutheran Bureau with payment of a mem- 


bership fee of $10.00, and to urge congregations and pastors to offer 


their services and co-operation to the Bureau, sending items of in- 
terest and information to the Church at large to the Twin Cities 
representative, the Rev. Chas. L, Grant. Upon motion, an Efficiency 
and Statistical Committee was appointed whose duty it is to receive 
and tabulate lay delegates’ questionnaires so as to further efficiency 
within the congregations. 


Resolutions were adopted: (1) Urging congregations to sup- 
port the drive for the combined war charities, despite certain lament- 
able features of the combination; (2) Urging the U. S. War Depart- 
ment to reconsider its action debarring Camp Pastors from canton- 
ments; (3) Extending the Sympathy and Condolénce of Conference 


to Mrs. W. K. Frick and family; (4) Expressing the thanks of Con- 
ference to the hosts of the convention. 


Two interesting and profitable round tables were 1 on 
the floor of the convention: The one was on Church Efficiency, the 
leader being the Rev. Dr. Haupt, the discussion conducted by the 
Rev. L. W. Steckel; the other was on Synodical Every Member Can- 
vass, the subject being presented by Mr. J. K. Jensen, and the dis- 
cussion conducted by the Rev. C. J. Rockey. These two round tables 
featured the convention and made it one of exceptional merit and 
helpfulness.

gations, in addition to meeting their apportionments, help to sup- 


port the following work of mercy: the Orphanage at Zelienople, the 


Milwaukee Hospital and Layton Home, the Minneapolis Inner Mis- 
sion Society, the Good Shepherd Home at Allentown, Pa., the Home 
for Epileptics at Axtell, Neb., Red Cross work, and numerous local 
enterprises for the relief of the poor. Nine congregations report 
no activity under this heading. The percentage of men actively en- 
gaged in home church work of these several parishes vary from 
10 per cent to 99 per cent. Suggestions were invited as to how 
to arouse and encourage the disposition to give more money and a 


larger measure of personal service. Few responded to this request, 


and most of them agree that the best way to do this is by means 


of pamphlets, illustrated lectures, personal letters, and campaigns 


of education. One suggests the efficiency campaign, another the or- 


ganization of city Inner Mission societies, a third that the Pastors 


preach the social side of the Gospel, a fourth suggests a cash prize

(b) As regards institutional Inner Mission Work. Nine out of 
thirty-two congregations making returns, report that members of 
their societies regularly visit the charitable institutions in their 
respective communities. Pastors from Milwaukee report the need 
of a Hospice for Girls in their city. There is need for a Home for 
Boys and Girls committed for detention by the Juvenile Court in 
the City of St. Paul. LaCrosse should have an Inner Mission So- 
ciety. Milwaukee is at present forming such a society, 
comcomposed of the Milwaukee Lutheran Pastoral Association, the 
Lutheran Women’s League, the Federation of Lutheran Laymen, and 
the Deaconess Mother-house Council. Racine needs a Lutheran Hos- 
pital. The Pastor at Glenburn, N. D., is of opinion that there ought 
to be a Lutheran Hospital at Minot, N. D. Minneapolis pastors report 
that on the 27th of May there was organized in the Twin Cities, the 


Lutheran Colony of Mercy, with a Board of eleven men representing 


the United Lutheran Synod of America, the Synod of the Northwest, 


the Augustana Synod, the Ohio Synod, the Iowa Synod, and the 
Norwegian Free Church, to secure a farm on which to establish a 


receiving home for children from the courts of St. Paul and Minne- 


apolis, Rescue Homes for Girls and Boys, and similar works of char- 


ity and correction. Rev. H. B. Kildahl, of the United Synod (Nor- 
wegian), was unanimously elected President; Rev. Dr. G. H. Trabert, 
First Vice President, and Rev. Dr. Haupt, Secretary, of this organ- 
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ization. It should also be noted that we have in our Synod, one who 
has been appointed by the Judge of the District Court of Ramsey 
County, St. Paul, as Protestant Court Chaplain, whose duty it is to 
look after the Protestant children of the Juvenile Dee This is the 
Rev. A. J. D. Haupt, D. D. 


(e) As regards individual Inner Mission work. Twenty-one 
pastors report varying numbers of their members engaged in local 
social service work of a humanitarian character as distinguished 
from the strictly Christian social service work of our Inner Mission. 
Eight pastors report having members who are disposed and qualified 
to devote their lives to institutional work or other forms of Christian 


Rev. F. A. Schaffnit, Superintendent of the Lutheran Inner Mis- 
sion Society of the Twin Cities, submits a detailed report of the 
varied and splendid works of mercy carried on under his direction 
and gratefully acknowledges both financial and other support re- 
ceived from Synod. He asks that Pastors urge their parishioners to 
subscribe for “The Inner Mission Herald,” hoping thereby to create 
still larger interest in this work by keeping them in constant touch 
with it. It will interest Synod to learn of the work that this Society 
is doing for the colored people of Minneapolis, among whom it is 
organizing a congregation, and for whom it is opening a Baa 

and day nursery. 


Since the opening of the present convention of Syned: your Com- 
‘mittee has received a statement issued by the Inner Mission Board 
of the United Lutheran Church, which se‘s forth the work of that 
Board, its organization, and its relation to other Boards. This is of 
too great importance in its bearing upon the work of our Synodical 
Board to te hastily disposed of. It is also of too great length to be 
printed in the Minutes of Synod. It should be most carefully studied 
by our Board before any recommendations are presented. Therefore 
we submit the above report, without recommendations, for the in- 
formation of Synod.
